Sin,—-When a merchant or Bank manager 
evokes his accounts, for the purpose of mis- 
leading those with whom he may have to 
deal, be is called a swindler, and very pro- 
perly sentenced to undergo a lengthened 
term of imprisonment: when the Governor 
of a Crown Colony «oes the same thing, 
there are people to be found, not themselves 
exceptionally dishonest, who call him a 
brilliant financier. 1 do not quarrel with 
the latter epithet, so long ay it is carefully 
defined; and if it is meant to imply the 
wiltul suppression of important faots, and 
the misrepresentation of othera, it may be 
appropriate enough, In these latter days, 
however, there seeme ty by suck an unsettling 
of our ethical ideas, that the terminology 
applicable to the old-fashioned times of our 
grand-fathera should be entre changed, 
‘What was once considered a “ falsehood,”’ ia 
now nothing more than a “ cautious,” or, as 
it may happen, an ‘'incautious statement,” 
and the grossest breach of good faith is 
merely “diplomatio management,” at least 
unless the delinquent is poor and without 
influence. 

The Colonial Estimates for 1881 havo 
lately oooupied much of the public attention, 
and the more they are examined the more 
unsatisfactory are they found tobe.

on this head, fullows a necessary train of 


evils. Morality, in all branches, and 
discipline are o,discount. To assure 
myself of this, I paid a visit to the State 
prison of St.” Quentin, 
situated on the shores of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay, it affords a pleasant asylum 
for some sixteen hundred criminals, 
should have said sixteen hundred and 
siz, for there are ix female prisoners, 
yelept “ladies.” Female morality in 
San Francisco is of so exalted a typo, 
aud judicial gallantry s0 unctuously 
exigéant, thet the percentage of male 
to» female criminuls bears the unheard- 
of ratio of 265 to 1. When you 
hoar the manner of life of the muscu- 
line prisoners, it will not be dificult 
to imagine that of their gentler sisters. 
Of the 1,6V0 men-malefactors, 1,190 
were Roman Cutholic (Irish and Mexi- 
cun), 300 Chinese, and 2U0 Protestants. 
The invin buildings formed a large 
quadrangle the enclosed spavo bung a 
pretty flower garden. It was refreshing 
to see a group composed of two mur- 
derers in the first degree, two in the 
second, and a burglar, engaged at the 
innocent occupation of picking the dead 
leaves and flowers. Not quite so agree- 
able was it, to find some forty prisoners 
within some sixty feet of twenty repeat- 
ing rifles ready loaded, also revolvers, the 
sole guard being a young unarmed man, 
The prisoners were at work on a house 
adjacent to this guard-room, and were 
actually on the walls of the prison. I 
had luncheon at the expense of the 
State, and was admirably waited on by 
a couple of convicts. The convicts 
lounged or sat about the grounds, chat- 
ting, smoking and chewing ad Hib. At- 
tendance at Church is optional. Tho 
few patrols wore private clothes, and 
seemed on the very best terms with their 
charges. Of industrial occupation there 
was plenty, and 9 good school; and that 
is the beginning and end of the whole 
good*I could find. The whole official 
arrangement seemed of the wildest 
character, For example, some half mile 
from the prison I went to an inn for a 
glass of beer, and was much surprised 
to find a couple of convicts at the bar 
enjoying a cup of-that which not only 
cheers but also occasionally enebriates. 
On remarking this to mine host, he re- 
plied “Oh! ‘Lhe gentlemen from the 
College often give mo a-look-in.” 

The venality of the Judges, and the 
uncertainty of Justice, render California 
disgraceful, even in its own eyes; and 
there sre not wanting signs to shew 
that the people of the State are awaken- 
ing to the sense of the degrading posi- 
tion they hold, not’ only in the eyes of 
the world at large, but also of the 
United States iteelf.

{LLEGITIMATE TRADE IN RICE. 

The following is from an article in the 
Japan Gazette under the above heading :— 

It is a fact, sufficiently demonstrated, 
that no unofficial Japanese can send a 
chartered foreign vess-! to an unopened 
port; but the Miten Bishi Company, and 
the Mitsu Bussan Kwaisha, and oue or 
two foreign agents of officiala can. 
Why? Because officials can and do 
evade those obstacles which, to non- 
officials, have all the force of the most 
stringent laws. The principle of the 
protection afforded to tho Miteu Bishi 
Company is absolutely indefensible. Its 
effect is to stop all private trade, to 
confine the profits of the coast service to 
au individual who, supported by govern- 
ment money, has never yet accounted 
for ‘his stewardship of the national 
property. 

1t is gratifying to know that one of 
the first acts of a national assembly will 
ho to inquize into the constitution of, 
and privileges accorded to, the Mitsu 
Bisbi Company. To investigate the 
tity and original Lills of sale ; the prices 
actually paid to the foreign seller, and 
the prices paid and advancol for the 
ships on transfor to the Mits Rishi 
Company, 
Yutaro is privileged to ao high a degrao 
an to allow him to hold a position 


‘superior to that of any other person in 


the empire; and how it comes ta pass 
that he is empowered to dictate terms 
upon which the produce of this country

In order that an extensive export of 


j grain may be carried out, it ia necessary 


that a cheap and abundant supply of 
vesselg can be obtained to convey rice 
from the producing dintricts cither to an 
open port, or direct to its destination in 
other countrica for sale. That such 
means of transport now exist is disproved 
by the simple fact that, if the Miten 
Bishi Company was prepared to carry on 
the same terms as forvign vessels can be 
chartered for, the capacity of the entire 


| fleet, withdrawing all the vessels from 


tho unprofitable lines of Shanghai and 
Hongkong, would be insufficient for a 
tenth part of the trade that should be 
conducted by a country like this. 

The statistics showing the results of 
last year’s harvest, published in the 


| Chiugat Bukka Shinpe, avd quoted by 


the Tokio chamber of commerce as trust 
worthy, give a surplus “over the full 
average crop of seven million koku, or 
seventeen million piculs ; and this, if the 
utatistics are substantially correct, is the 
quantity the country can afford to export 
as the excess over the full consuming 
power of the people. In place, ho» ever, 
of a prosperous trade in the bands of the 
people, we find foreign vessels ontering 
Japanese ports with cargoos of rice from 
Suigon ! 

Tho present conditions of the coast 
trade prevent the people who have pro- 
duced this large surplus, from being able

SLAVE TRADE 1N THE RED SHA 
AND AFRICA. 

In view of the interest that is taken 
in everything appertaining to the career 
of Colonel Gordon, the following letter 
regarding the Slave Trade, taken from 
the Times, ia worth reproducing :— 

S1r,—Our correspondent in Jeddah, 
writing on the 30th of June, gives a 
deplorable’ acédunt of the increase of the 
slave trade in the Soudan and the Red 
Soa since the departure of Colonal Gor- 
don. If you can fiad room in - The 
Times for the extracts, it will do more to 
enlighten the English public and to 
alarm the Egyptian and Turkish officials 
than anything short of action in Parlia- 
ment. The Times is a power in Egypt 
and ig feared by pashas and their uo- 
derlings more than all tho laws enacted 
by their own Goveroment against this 
iniquitous Lratlic. . 
~ | have drawn a veil over some of the 
horiurs related to us, as they cannot he 
even niod in civilised countries, Our 
correnpondent thus writes -—~ 

“No ona can be more utterly disgust- 
jed than I am at tho state of affairs at 
present, and J sincercly regret that 
Colonel Gordon has gone from the 
country where ho was working such 
good, He has gone, and 1 do not think 

there is a respectable inhabitant of the 
Soudan thal is not sorry, and many look 
back to the tines when justice and law 
Sreigned in the conntry under his mle, 
‘aud wish Lhat he or some other English 
j man were again appointed an Governor 
of the African dominions of Egypt. 

| “Tho slave trade is just as brisk as 
ever it was; and I am convinecd that 
| expeditions have alrexdy started for 
slave raiding. As now the Soudan is 
| split up again into different pashalics, 
each pasha only being responsible tor the 
‘country he governs, there is no supreme 
head to put a stop to lawlessness, and 
the few soldiors and utter want of police 
and preventive service make it an ensy 
‘matter for tho alave-dealers to get their 
slaves down to the coast and sbip them. 

“The soldiers on the coast of the 
Soudan are mostly Egyptians, who, hav- 
ing been convicts, have worked ibeir 
time out and now serve in tho army ; 
‘thay are underpaid, underfed, and under- 
jelothed, {tf when on duly they come 
| across a slave caravan, is it likely they 
! would stop it and conduct it to the 
authorities, who would likely enongh say 
nothing about it and take backshersh 
‘from tho owners themselves? Would 
they not much more probably pocket # 
reasonable bribe snd allow the slave. 
dealers to wand their way to the coast 
and never repert to their officers what 
bad taken placo? 

“The slave trade is being-carriod on 
in the most open way, every steamer 
that leavos Souakim has slaves on board. 
In the ateameor Yembo, in which I crossed 
the sca, there were 19, 18 of whom, 
however, bad liberation papers, A man 
from Mecca whom I know very well by 
sight, and « noted slave-dealor, had five 
with hiw, four boys and a girl, who were 
supposed to he his domestic daves, To 
my certain kpowledge this man goes

“TJ think a very good thing would be 
‘9 start a colony of slaves under English 
missionaries in some of the healthy places 
in the Soudan, siy the Bogos Country, 
or on the highlands adjoining the Ahys- 
sinian frontier. There ia not a single 
establiahmont of the (Charch Mission 
Society in the Soudan, and the places I 
have mentioned are quite adapted to

“A good English agent is required at 
Siont or at one of the towns on the Nile 
to report what goes on there to the 
Sonsa!-Goneral in Egypt, and one Consul 
to be appointed to the Soudan, witha 
roving commission and residence at 
Khartoum, to protect commerce and 
watoh the slave trade, Khartoum ia 
now not out of the world; it is only 
cighteen days by post from England, the 
post going every week, and it is in direst 
telegraphic communication with Cairo, 
An agent or trading Consul for Souakim 
and Massowah is likewise needed, to be 
also under the Consu!.General in Egypi, 
with residonce at either port, which he 
wight think fit. T should say Souakim, 
ag there is most trade there, and it is 
only thirty-six hours between the two 
ports

“The preseat Governor of Souakim is 
the same man that told me in 1876, when 
I was Vice-Consul, that the slave tradedid 
not exist and there were no slaves in 
Souakim. He is a bigoted, fanatical old 
reprobate, and he ordtred a man to be 
tortured quite lately to try and make 
him say he was implicated in a murder 
that took place, He had him strung up 
by his thumbs till they were cut to the 
bone, and the man had witnesses to 
prove thut he was nowhero near tho 
place when tho murder was committed, 
{I tell you this just to show you the 
specimen of men that now have power 
in the Soudan as soon es Gordon has 
left. ood 

“The African slave trade, and especi- 
ally the Soudan traffic, is a disgrace to 
the civilised world.in general, and that 
the Turks and. Egyptians should be al- 
lowed to carry if on now they have been, 
ao weny years in intercourse with the 
European Powers is inexplicable to me, 
Tho cvery rulers and officials of Turkey 
and Egypt that conduct the affaira of 
State with foreign Powers have all of 
them slaves and eunuchs in their houses, 
and are more to blame ‘than the slave- 
dealers themselves, who only pander to 
the lust of those who buy what the slave- 
doalera have stolen. I dislike the sight 
of a well-fed exd sleek pasha, and [ 
think very Englishman ought to Bate 
them, not. for their dishon sty and cor- 
ruptners alone, but for owning porvants 
and: small boys that are ungexed, and
